Although the program will undoubtedly be conditioned by the awaited . 
decision from State Dept concerning the scope of Fiend Activities in 
1951( "Expects to arrange details of a plan to infiltrate 6 
4 manT&eajntf'into Albania ( with motorolas ) by the end of July plus 
a special mission and the re supply mission to the team in the Kukes 
area. The prospects for the resupply mission brightened this week after a 
temporary setback when both of the original 'mlunteers for the mission 
refused to honor their original commitment Sflr volunteers were uncovered 
both in Greece and at the ^uard Company. The pair in Greece are already 
in training and the mission is expected to run on schedule with the 
drop planned for the April moon period (1S-26) 

2* Further leaflet drops over Albania were suspended. A special leaflet 
making capital of the F e b 19 Bomb Apisode is being prgpared in London 
and to date there is no positive indication that the Jpritish have 
cancelled plans for dropping this leaflet.lt is scheduled for completion 

7 April.
